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New GI Bill Took Effect On July 1 


James W. Conway, Director of 
the Montgomery VA _ Regional 
Office, announced that the Veterans 
Administration is preparing to 
implement a new version of the GI 
Bill on July 1 

The bill--the Veterans’ 
Educational Assistance Act of 1984 
was enacted last year and 
establishes a program of education 
benefits for individuals initially 
entering military service from July 1 
1985 through June 30, 1988 

Recruits entering the military 
juring the period will participate in 
the program unless they decline in 
writing. To participate, the recruit’s 
basic pay will be reduced by $100 a 
month for the first 12 months of 
service. In return for a two-year 
‘nlistment, the government will pay 
1 basic benefit of $250 a month in 
educational assistance for up to 36 
months following the active duty 


commitment, 

For a three-year enlistment, the 
government will pay $300 a month 
for up to 36 months. In addition, the 
Secretary of Defense may provide up 
toa $400 a month “‘kicker’’ on top of 
the basic benefit for those in critical 
skill areas. The Secretary also has 
the authority to provide another $300 
a month to those members who serve 
in additional five years following 
their original three-year enlistment 

Members of the Armed Forces 
who have no break in active duty 
service since Dec. 31, 1976, and 
serve on active duty for at least three 
years after June 30, 1985, may take 
part in the new program with no 
reduction in their basic pay 


The current education benefit 
program is the Veterans Education 
Assistance program (VEAP), a

Below are some frequently asked 
questions about the new educational 
assistance program: f 

Q--l joined the Army after 
January 1, 1977, and I am not 
eligible for the old GI Bill nor am | 
enrolled in VEAP. Am | eligible for 
the new GI Bill? 

A-- No. The only option for 
anyone who enlisted in the military 
after January 1, 1977, or one who 
will enlist prior to July 1, 1985, is 
VEAP. In order to have educational 
benefits of any kind, one must enroll 
in VEAP prior to June 30 of this year 

Q--I am eligible for the old GI 
Bill. Will I lose any of my benefits? 

A--No, if anything you can gain 
more educational benefits. If you 
have no break in service since 
December 31, 1976, continue to 
serve three years beyond June 30 
1985 are other than dishonorably 
discharged after July 1, 1988, and 
have remaining entitlements, then 
you can receive the basic benefits of 
the old GI Bill through December 31 
1989, and after that date, you can 
receive up to one-half of benefits 
payable under the old GI Bill in 
addition to benefits under the new GI 
Bill 

Q--I plan to join the Army after 
high school, How do I enroll in the 
new Gl Bill? 

A--If you enlist after July 1, 1985, 
you will be automatically enrolled in 
the new GI Bill program unless you 
elect in writing not to enroll 

Q--What are the basic benefits of 
the new GI Bill? 

A--The recruit’s basic pay will be 
reduced $100 a month for the first 12 
months of service. Three and four 
year enlistees qualify for $300 a 
month for 36 months, while two-year 
enlistees qualify for $250 a month for 
36 months after completing their 
active duty commitment 

Q--Are military academy 
graduates and ROTC scholarship 
recipients eligible for the new Gl 
Bill? 

A--No They may however, 
jualify for the old GI Bill if all old Gl 
Bill criteria are met

State Attorney General Releases Numerous 


Opinions Requested By Local & State Officials 


The Alabama Public Service 
Commission does not have 
regulatory authority over the 
\labama State Docks Department, 
Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick said in an opinion issued to 
State Docks Director Robert M. 
Hope 

Although Alabama law requires 
the docks department to file any new 
schedule of rates and charges with 
the Public Service Commission seven 
lays prior to the effective date, the 
law also provides that the docks 
department sets its own rates and 
‘harges, Graddick said. The 
required filing is in the nature of a 
notice requirement rather than a 
regulatory requirement, he said.

A murder warrant has also been 
issued for the arrest of Easton Darris 
Mullis Jr., a 43-year-old white male, 
charging him with allegedly hiring 
the two juveniles to kill Nelson.

The charges against all three 
suspects are capitol offenses and 
could carry the death penalty upon

City School Board Makes Final Preparations 
For Opening Of 1985-86 School Year 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday night, discussed problems 
associated with opening of school 
and wrestled with problems of 
operating on a reduced budget. The 
board transferred two _ teachers, 
adopted the new state recommended 
graduation requirements for stu- 
dents entering the ninth grade, 
approved a certificate of attendance 
policy for special education students 
and voted unanimously to ask 
assistant principal Willie Tyson to 
coach junior high football for one 
year only. 

Superintendent Bill Crews told 
board members that the cutback in 
teachers for the coming year would 
saye the system approximately 
$149,678.95 annually considering the 
15 percent pay raise. He noted that 
part of this saving would be eaten up 
by support personnel raises 
mandated by the state, but the 
system should realize a saving of 
about $130,000 With these pro- 
jections, Crews predicted the system 
could eliminate the bank debt in 
about two years 

Beginning with the upcoming 
school year, students in special 
education may receive a certificate of 
attendance after 13 years of school, 
excluding kindergarten This must 
be approved by both the student and 
parents in conference with school 
officials. Board members said there 
would be no discrimination during 
graduation exercises and these 
students’ names would be called out 
in alphabetical order along with 
those receiving degrees. This policy 
will be in effect through the 1987-88 
school year 

rhe board accepted the 
recommendation of Crews and voted 
to transfer Mrs. Dixie Dorsey from

teaching fourth grade to sixth grade, 
noting there was an excess of 
fourth-grade teachers and a shortage 
in sixth grade, and she was the last 
hired in that grade. They also voted 
to transfer Cal Donnia Davis from 
Elba Elementary to Elba High 
School. She teaches Special 
Education. 

Board members reviewed and 
approved the salary schedule for 
teachers and support personnel, The 
Elba system pays the state minimum 
for degree earned plus $50 per year 
of teaching in the system. All 
salaries included the state-approved 
15 percent pay raise to go into effect 
on October 1, 

The board discussed and 
approved a set of minimums for 
students to receive either a standard 
diploma or an advanced diploma. 
This will affect only students enter- 
ing the ninth grade this year and 
following years. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
board voted to ask assistant

principal Willie Tyson to coach the 
junior high football program for one 
year only. Board members 
expressed concern over asking Tyson 
to do this job for fear it would 
interfere with his administrative 
position with the school. After some 
discussion in which no acceptable 
alternative was presented, the board 
yoted unanimously to make the 
proposal to Tyson. This offer was for 
the football program and doesn't 
cover the junior high basketball 
program. It would also be for this 
year only, with other arrangements 
to be made fot next year. 

Crews announced bids would be 
opened on August 14 for lunchroom 
foods and a motion was passed to 
authorize Crews to accept the low 
bids. 

Chairman Butch Oggs adjourned 
the meeting after all members were 
presented with copies of proposed 
job descriptions for all employees. 
These will be discussed and voted on 
at the next meeting.

Indian Education Workshop In Colorado

Coffee County's Indian 
Education teacher Pat Powell and 
Special Service Coordinator June 
Brown are attending an eight-day 
workshop in Colorado, through 
August 12 

The workshop will focus on lab 
ind field science activities appro- 
priate for use with Indian students. 
It is being sponsored by the 
American Indian Science and 
Engineering Society (AISES) at no 
cost to participants. 

Sixty administrators connected

SEWING SCHOOL CLOTHES 

If you sew, you could save a good 
bit on your clothing budget. Pick 
easy-to-work-with fabrics and 
patterns that are easy to follow and 
alter.

BALER SAFETY 

Most of the hay being put up in 
Coffee County is being put in large, 
round bales. Throughout the 
country, there have been a lot of fatal 
accidents and thousands of injuries 
in baling and handling the large 
bales. 

After cleaning out a plugged 
machine, spread the bunched 
material in a windrow for pickup. 
Never attempt to feed the material 


They can injure or kill a bystander. 

If for any reason you need to work 
around the tailgate area or in the 
bale chamber, disengage the power 
take off. Stop the engine, set the 
parking brake, and remove the key. 
By all means, keep everyone away 
from the tractor and hydraulic 
control while you make the necessary 
adjustments. 

TIMBER PRICES 

In our region southern pine 
sawtimber stumpage prices for June 
reached a high of $154 per 1,000 
board feet. The low reported was 
$113 per 1,000 and the average price 
was $134. The outlook for southern 
pine sawtimber is poor. 

For mixed hardwood sawtimber 
the high price reported was $70. The 
low was $45 with an average of $58. 
Pulpwood in our area reached a high 
of $24 a cord. However, the lowest 
was $13. The average was $17 per 
cord. The outlook for pulpwood is 
also poor. Hardwood  pulpwood 
averaged about $4.50 a cord.

Loans Now 
Available On 
1985 Wheat Crop 


Robert English, Chairperson of 
the Coffee County ASC Committee, 
says that loans are available on 1985 
wheat. ‘‘All wheat farmers parti- 
cipating in the 1985 acreage reduc- 
tion and land diversion program are 
eligible.”’ 

The loan rate for Coffee County's 
1985 wheat crop is $3.27 per bushel. 
This rate is based on the national 
average loan rate for wheat, which is 
$3.30 per bushel. English said 
farmers can take out loans on their 
wheat stored in an approved ware- 
house of on the farm. 

The ASCS commodity loan pro- 
gram provides immediate cash for 
farmers and allows them time to 
make marketing decisions, or to hold 
grain for feeding later. Although the 
program does not guarantee partici- 
pating farmers a profit, it does 
guarantee a minimum price. ‘‘By 
placing the grain under loan, 
farmers increase their marketing 
options and help strengthen crop 
prices. The loans give producers an 
opportunity to plan their manage- 
ment strategy and sell when the 
price is right.”’

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Corn Loan And Purchase Rate 


The loan and purchase rate for 
Coffee County's 1985 corn crop is 
$2.72 per bushel. The 1985 rate is 
based on the national average loan 
rate announced in September, 1984, 
according to Robert English, Chair- 
person of the Coffee County ASC 
Committee. The $2.72 per bushel 
loan rate is for corn grading No. 2 or 
better. 

Commodity loan programs are 
administered by ASCS. English said 
the primary purpose of the program 
is to offer farmers a tool for 
marketing their grain. 

‘Historically, during harvest 
time our market prices are generally 
less than what they are during other 
times of the year, and the loan 
program provides farmers with an 
opportunity to take advantage of any 
possible increase in market prices at 
a later time.’’

It was after a friend spoke to me 
and expressed his disappointment in 
his life that a familiar passage of 
Scripture came to mind, The text 
clearly shows that disappointment is 
not uncommon, | 

In Luke 18:18-27 the parable is 
told of a man coming to Jesus for the 
purpose of inquiring into the con- 


ditions upon which eternal life is 
dependent. Reading carefully in this 


parable we find Jesus instructing the 
man to observe the commandments 
allow nothing to come 


In this parable the rich young 
went expecting to receive 
willingness to give 


May each of us understand that 
Jesus’ humanity he had 
disappointment. He 
that the young man’s 
been different. 


In the Screwtape Letters, U.S. 
Lewis has Screwtape advise his 
nephew, Wormwood, to remember 
that the experiences of disappoint- 
ment can be used to tear down the 
Christian's faith and commitment. 
Screwtape says: 

“Work hard, then, on disappoint- 
ment or anticlimax which is 
certainly coming to the patient 
during his first few weeks as a 
churchman, The enemy allows 
this disappointment to occur 
on the threshold of every human 
endeavor. In every department 
of life it marks the tradition from 
dreaming aspiration to laborious 
doing. But also remember, 
there lies our danger. If once 
they get through this initial 
dryness successfully, they 
become much less dependent on 
emotion and therefore much 
harder to tempt.”’

Dunn, a former secretary- 
treasurer, and Neal, a 
trustee of the Cooperative, are the 
only two original incorporators of 
Covington Electric who are still 
living. Thompson was the Coopera- 
tive's first Manager, serving in that 
capacity from 1944 until 1966. 

R.R. Johnson, Co-op president, 
stated that the Cooperative had 
completed 1984 ‘tin the black’ 
with margins on operations of about 
3.5 cents out of 
revenue, and pointed out that some 
8S percent of the cost of operating 
Covington Electric’s system was 


taken up through the purchase of 


wholesale power for delivery to 
members, and in payment of fixed 
osts (taxes, insurance and deprecia- 
tion) 

General manager John E. Hill 
reported that a recent 
court decision had opened the way 
for the Cooperative to refund more 
than $40,000 to consumers before 
the end of this year, this 
representing funds previously paid 
as utility tax on operating margins 
for 1983 and 1984. He added this 
refund would be handled as a credit 
on a monthly power billing. 

The manager also discussed the 
possible implications for the 
Cooperative, of  ‘‘territorial 
protection” legislation enacted in 
1984 and 1985, and encouraged 
members to participate in ‘‘Energy 
Resources Conservation’ loans 
Covington Eletric makes available to 
help finance more efficient heating 
and cooling systems, and various 
energy conservation activities.

Although brushpiles are a quick, 
productive and easy cottontail 
management practice, they only 
complement the natural cover that 
cottontails require, and will need to 
be replaced every couple of years as 
the vegetation decays. 

Since the cottontail will eat nearly 
every type plant food that grows, 
providing adequate food is no great 
problem. The major foods include 
forbs, grasses, sedges and woody 
sprouts, and they also eat green 
shoots, fruits, grass leaf blades, 
tender branch tips, buds and inner 
bark. During the summer, grasses 
sometimes comprise as much as 65 
percent of the diet, and were 
available, favorite summer rations 
include bluegrass, quackgrass, 
alfalfa, apple and ragwood. 

The winter food of cottontails 
includes all the above plus waste 
grains from farm harvest. High 
energy foods such as corn are 
also desired.
